TO THE QUEEN’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY, 

May it please Your Majesty, 

I have the honour to present to Your Majesty my annual Report 
on the condition and progress of this College during the academic 
year 1893-94. The year has been a very busy and eventful 
one. The ordinary work and life of the College have gone on as 
usual, and at the same time new departures have been made, 
and new movements inaugurated, to the issues of which we look 
forward with the most hopeful interest. 

I proceed to give some statistics as to our present condition. 

Our Numbers. 

In the past Session there entered the College for the first 
time 112 students, as compared with 97 in the previous year. 
The total number enrolled in the various Faculties was 429, dis- 
tributed as follows — In the Faculty of Arts, 147 : in the Faculty 
of Law, 32 : in the Faculty of Medicine, 248 : in the School of 
Engineering, 6. Four students attended in more than one Faculty. 
There was a considerable increase in the number of lady students, 
to whom all our classes are now open, the number attending being 
13, as against 8 last year. 

It is interesting to note the places from which the students 
came. Ulster, as might he expected, supplied the great majority, 
373 of them belonging to this province: 13 came from Leinster, 
5 from Connaught, and G from Munster, while 17 were English- 
men, 4 Scotchmen, 2 came from Spain, 1 from Portugal, 4 from 
India, 1 from Australia, and 3 from America. Four continents and 
many countries were therefore represented in the College during 
the Session. As regards age, 203 of the students were over 21, 
and 166 younger. It is a pleasure to me to be able to report that 
the conduct of all was so uniformly good that no student was 
charged before the Council with any offence during the year. 

The Work of the Year. 

The year was, as I have said, a very busy one. From the re- 
turns furnished to me by the Professors, I find that one of them 
reports 377 lectures as delivered to his classes during the^Session, 
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another 370, a third 351, and so on. Such figures are sufficient 
to prove that the eminent men, to whom Your Majesty has en- 
trusted the task of training the aspiring youth of Ulster within 
our walls, do not eat the bread of idleness. 

It has long been the boast of Queen’s College, Belfast, that from 
its class-rooms there have gono forth numbers of men who, 
wherever they have found their way, and to whatever tests they 
have been subjected, have so distinguished themselves as to reflect 
the highest honour on their alma mater. The academic record of 
the past year clearly proves that ns it has been in this respect so 
it continues to be. I need not enumerate here the triumphs 
of the Session. Nor could I if I would. The list would be 
longer than could be inserted in a report like this. All that it is 
needful for me to say is that at the Royal University, at Cam- 
bridge, at King’s Inns, Dublin, and the Inns of Court and the 
Temple, London, the Queen’s College men who have presented 
themselves at the various examinations have acquitted themselves 
in such a way as to show that there is no deterioration in their 
quality, and none in the character of the education which they 
receive in Belfast. 

The Faculty of Arts. 

In the Faculty of Arts what may truly bo called the lion’s 
share of the honours of the Royal University at the various 
examinations fell to the lot of Belfast students, including many 
valuable Exhibitions and other prizes. Passing over inferior dis- 
tinctions and mere pass degrees, they gained in all during the 
year 21 First Honours at the Arts Examinations in Classics, 
Mathematics, Mathematical Physics, Experimental Physics, Modern 
Literature, Modem Languages, Chemistry and Physiology. At 
Cambridge, quite a little colony of our students has been 
established, and these gained during the past year some signal 
distinctions. One, Mr. Ernest M'Bride, was" elected to a Fellow- 
ship in St. John’s, and was also awarded the Walsingham Medal 
for original work in Natural Science. Another, Mr. John G. 
Leathern, gained the Hughes Prize in the same College, and was 
bracket ed Fourth Wrangler in the Mathematical Tripos. A third, 
Mr. R. K. M'Elderry, came out First Class in the Classical Tripos, 
Part I., and others, such as Mr. W. P. Boas, Mr. W. A. Houston, 
Mr. G. T. Locke, Mr. A. A. Robb, and Mr. W. T. Clements, who 
have but commenced their courses, gained such prizes at entrance 
as to lead us to look forward confidently to their taking very 
high places in the near future. 

The Faculty of Law. 

It has been most gratifying to me to note the steady growth 
of our School of Law, alike as regards the numbers of its alumni 
and the ability which they evince. During last Session the 
students were more numerous than in the previous year by 
fully a third, and some of them achieved very notable triumphs at 
the several legal examinations in King’s Inns, Dublin, and the

Another of our students, Mr. J. Sinclair Baxter, during the same 
period gained the following remarkable list of distinctions the 

egree of LL.B., with First Class Honours, in the London Uni- 
versity, a Studentship (value 300 guineas), and a prize of £50 in 
Constitutional Law at the Inns of Court, and a special Scholar- 
in tu ■ ■ nf tl , le Campbell-Foster prize in Criminal Law at 
the Middle Temple. A third, Mr. James Walker, took First 
Honours at the Inns of Court, and a special Scholarship of £50 
at Lincoln Sinn; and a fourth, Mr. J. R. Kerr, followed in the 
footsteps of his seniors by carrying off the junior John Brooke 
Scholarship at King's Inns. This brilliant catalogue of honours 
is sufficient to show that the School of Law in this College, which 
i.is already given to the Irish Bench some of its most distin- 
guished ornaments, and both to the Irish and English Bars 
several of their most famous advocates, shows no signs of dete- 
nonitioD, but bids fair to rival in the future the triumphs of the 

The Faculty op Medicine. 

In the Faculty of Medicine the Session just ended has been a 
particularly notable one in many ways. 

Through the munificence ofawell knownand public-spirited citi- 
zen of Belfast R. G. Dunville, Esq., ILL, a long felt want has been 
supplied by The Trustees of theSorella Trust” in the foundation of 
the Dunville Chair of Physiology,” to which William Henry 
Thompson, Esq, M.D, was appointed by Your Majesty as first 
1 rolessor m October last. In my report of last year I expressed 
my opinion of the great value of this foundation. It adds to the 
equipment of the College in a manner which will undoubtedly 
contribute very materially to its efficiency, and it goes some way 
towards rolling away the reproach which has been often urged 
against Belfast, and has more than once stood in the way of the 
College receiving much-needed assistance from Parliament — the 
reproach that the State has been left to do everything for us, while 
tne locality benefited has done little or nothing. The establish- 
ment of this Chair proves that if in Liverpool, Leeds, Manchester, 
and such like places in England, there are men and women who 
feel that they cannot devote money to a better purpose than the 
furtherance of University education, or more honourably per- 
petuate their names than by having them associated with a great 
seat of learning, the same spirit is awaking in Belfast. The 
Dunville Chair of Physiology is the first Chair which has been 
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founded in the College by private beneficence. I sincerely trust 
that it may not be the last, but that the example so nobly sot by 
the Trustees of the Sorella Trust will be followed by one and 
another of our citizens until Queen’s College, Belfast, in the com- 
pleteness of its buildings, the number of its Chairs, and the 
liberality of the encouragements to learning which it will he 
enabled to offer to the aspiring youth of Ulster, shall rival the 
most highly endowed seminaries in England or Scotland. 

To the Chair of Anatomy, left, by the dissociation from it of 
Physiology, to bo entirely devoted to that subject, a very dis- 
tinguished anatomist, Johnson Symington, Esq., M.D., of Edin- 
burgh, author of several well known works, was appointed by 
Tour Majesty, while John William Byers, Esq., M.D., of Belfast, 
an alumnus of our own who has risen to the highest rank in the 
department of Gynaecology, was appointed to the Professorship 
of Midwifery rendered vacant by the death of the venerable Dr. 
Robert Foster Dill. All three appointments to the Chairs I have 
mentioned seem likely to prove of the greatest advantage to our 
Medical School. Nothing could exceed the devotion to their 
several subjects which the new Professors have exhibited. Pro- 
fessor Thompson, in addition to his strictly collegiate work, 
delivered during the Session, in accordance with the Scheme drawn 
up by the Sorella Trustees and sanctioned by Your Majesty, a course 
of evening popular lectures on Hygiene. These were attended 
by crowded audiences, and the full reports of them which appeared 
in the daily newspapers served still further to widen the circle 
which they benefited. 

In addition to these appointments I have further to report, 
regarding the Faculty of Medicine, that the Lectureship on Patho- 
HT became vacant in April last through the resignation, owing 
to ill-health, of W. H. Barrett, Esq., M.B., who had, ever since 
fie establishment of this department, devoted himself to its 
interests with much assiduity and success. We were fortunate 
in securing as his successor for this year Wm. Russell, Esq., M.D., 
of Edinburgh, a well known authority on the subject, who has 
proved himself a most able and acceptable teacher. During the 
winter another new department, devoted to Practical Pharmacy, 
was organised, to superintend which Victor G. L.Fielden,Esq.,M.B.| 
of Belfast, an alumnus of our own, was appointed as demonstrator 
under Dr. Whitla, the Professor of Materia Medica. Dr. Fielden has 
had a large class of students, and I have every reason to report 
most favourably of the manner in which he discharged his 
duties during the Session now concluded. 

A large number of our students obtained the Degrees of M.B., 
B.Ch., and B.A.O. from the Royal University durum the year, 
several of them with high distinction. At the various medical 
examinations they also carried off a number of valuable Exhibi- 
tions and first honours. 

Our Medical School is now in every respect singularly strong 
Never probably, in the history of the College, was it so well 
fitted for its great work. Not only are all the Chairs filled by 
men of high and acknowledged eminence in their several depait 
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merits, but, owing to the institution of the new professorship 
already referred to, and to the several lectureships which have been 
established, the work of the School has been specialised to an 
extent which must prove of the utmost advantage to the promotion 
of medical science in the North of Ireland. Of the importance of 
the Medical School not only to the College but to the entire 
community, whose lives and health largely depend on the 
training of those who are to be their physicians and surgeons, it 
is unnecessary here to speak at length. It has given me the 
utmost pleasure to note its recent advancement, and I trust it 
will long retain the high and honourable position which it has 
gained among the teaching institutions of the United Kingdom. 

The College Labobatobies. 

I am happy to be able to give a more favourable account than it 
has hitherto been in my power to render of the equipment of those 
scientific departments ot the College in which practical teaching 
is requisite. Year after year the late President had to bewail the 
deficiency of Laboratory accommodation, and to urge the necessity 
for augmenting it. I am glad to report that our wants in this 
respect are being gradually supplied, so that I cherish the confident 
hope that in a short time the College will, in this respect, have 
no reason for complaint. One of our most urgent needs was that 
of 

Chemical Labobatobies, 

constructed and equipped in accordance with the present ad- 
vanced condition of chemical science. I have now the satis- 
faction of reporting that in April last a new block of buildings, 
erected by the Board of W orks for this purpose, was opened, which 
affords such accommodation for the study of Chemistry as very few 
colleges can boast of possessing. This building comprises a large 
Quantitative Laboratory, a Qualitative Laboratory of similar 
size, a Private Laboratory for the use of the Professor, a spacious 
Practical Class-room, Combustion Room, Water Analysis Room, 
Balance Room, Dark Room, &c., &c., all fully supplied with fit- 
tings and apparatus of the most modern and approved description . 
Dr. Letts, the Professor of Chemistry, took a deep and constant 
interest in the erection and equipment of the building, and thus 
contributed very materially to its completeness. Through the kind- 
ness of an old student of the College, JamesWilson, Esq., M.E., Old- 
forge, Belfast, a photographic studio has also been erected in the 
quadrangle, and placed in charge of Professor Letts. The accom- 
modation provided in the Chemical buildings is, I need scarcely say, 
of the greatest value, not only from the strictly academic point 
of view, but in the interests of the great manufacturing commu^ 
nity in which the College is placed. “ It is but a short time,” as 
a recent writer truly says, “ since the pursuit of experimental 
research was regarded merely as a matter of individual curiosity ; 
but owing to the high commercial value and important bearings 
of many of the recent discoveries in the fields of science, the 
public mind has now become awakened to the conyiction that 
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knowledge is wealth, and that the scientific education of the 
people is a matter ot national importance.” I trust that the 
people of Belfast and Ulster will value and profit by the un- 
rivalled facilities for instruction in Chemistry which the College 
is now enabled to place at their doors. 

A Pharmaceutical Laboratory 

has also been opened during the year, one of the old Chemical 
Laboratories having been altered and re-fitted for the purpose. 
Under the superintendence of Professor Whitla this Laboratory 
lias been supplied with all requisite appliances, together with a 
full supply of drugs, and, as I have already mentioned, Dr. 
victor Fielden has been placed in charge of it. 

Physiological and Pathological Laboratories. 

Regarding two other Laboratories, for practical instruction in 
Physiology and Pathology, i have the pleasure of stating that 
the Lords of Your Majesty’s Treasury have, at my request, most 
kindly sanctioned the immediate commencement of a new build- 
ing for the purpose. During the past Session, the Dunville Pro- 
fessor of Physiology found himself much hampered in his work, 
owing to the want of suitable rooms in which to prosecute re- 
search and to impart to his students practical instruction in the 
great subject of which he has charge, and the department of 
Pathology has been similarly and equally handicapped. The 
wants of both will now, I hope, be soon and adequately supplied. 
At the same time we shall, I trust, be able also to provide room 
in the new building for such a Biological Laboratory as Dr. 
Cunningham, the Professor of Natural History, has Ion" desider- 
ated. 

It will thus be seen that the College has made a large advance 
during the year, in the various scientific departments, towards fully 
equipping itself with those facilities for practical work and teach- 
ing which, are imperatively demanded in the present day. In 
these closing years of the nineteenth centuiy, in proportion as 
the work of the scientific investigator has become more subtle 
and exact, and as he requires for that work instruments of pre- 
cision such as were unknown to our fathers, lie must be provided 
with the requisite facilities and appliances, both for those re- 
searches by which alone these advances can be made, and for the 
instruction of the younger, generation, whom it is his duty to 
imbue with the spirit, and instruct in the methods, of modern 
science. It were the most short-sighted of all policies to deny 
them to him, and hence I am rejoiced to chronicle our marked 
pi ogress in this direction — a progress the continuance of which 
it will, I hope, be my privilege year after year to report. 

The Museums. 

Some excellent work has been done in the various Museums 
during the year. The Curator of the Natural History Museum 
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fDi. E,. O. Cunningham) has made some notable additions to it, and 
is now only hampered by want of space — a difficulty which ought 
to be removed out of his way as soon as possible, as a considerable 
addition, to the accommodation of the Museum would be most 
desirable. I am glad to find that former students who reside or 
travel abroad kindly continue to remember it. In this way it 
has been enriched by valuable acquisitions from time to time, 
ihose received during the year include a valuable collection of 
Reptiles from South Australia, presented by Edward Leslie Pooler, 
Esq., M.D., and a very fine specimen of Goliathnus Diwryi from 
West Africa, presented by R. J. M'Keown, Esq., M.D., both former 
students. 

Professor Symington has been appointed Curator of the Medical 
Museum, and has already set to work to re-arrange its contents, 
with the kind assistance of A. B. Mitchell, Esq., M.B., who has 
promised to devote some of his leisure to this important work. 
Luring the year it has received several notable additions. Two 
of these must be specially mentioned — a large and most valuable 
collection of specimens, formerly in Minto House, Edinburgh, the 
property of Professor .Symington, and generously presented by 
lum to the College, and a remarkable collection of vesical calculi, 
two hundred in number, which were removed by surgical opera- 
tion in India by Surgeon-Major J. A. Cuningham of the Indian 
Medical Service, a former student of the College, and presented 
by him through Professor Sinclair. The more such gifts this 
Museum receives, the better for it and for the advancement of 
medical science among us. 



The Library 

now contains about 52,000 volumes: 1,010 were added during 
the year. Most of these were purchased, but we owe a consider^ 
able number to the kindness of friends and of learned societies 
who supply us with their publications. The task of preparing 
a new Catalogue, to which I referred in my last report, has 
continued to be. actively prosecuted. The Card Catalogue, 
which was first aimed at, has now been completed under "the 
supervision of Hi'. Meissner, the Librarian, and a contract for the 
execution of the printed Catalogue has been entered into with the 
College printers, Messrs. Mayne and Boyd, who have engaged to 
push forward the work as rapidly as possible. When issued, this 
catalogue will be an undoubted boon to all who use the Library. 

I 1 or some time the College has been in possession of a rather 
valuable collection of ancient coins. Hitherto these have been 
unarrarged. The work of cataloguing them has now been kindly 
undertaken, at our request, by David Buick, Esq., LL.D., an old 
student of the College, by whose aid I hope they will soon he 
placed on view in the Library in a case which has been con- 
structed for this purpose, 
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Reports of the Deans of Residences.

In April last I had the pleasure of unveiling, at the request of 
the subscribers, an admirable portrait of Dr. Redfern, Professor 
of Anatomy and Physiology, 1860-93, which was presented to the 
College by a number of his colleagues, former students, and other 
friends. It is the work of Mr. Ernest E. Taylor and has been 
hung in the Examination Hall, where it forms a worthy and 
lasting memorial of one who is not likely soon to be forgotten 
within our walls, or by the many members of the medical pro- 
fession who have enjoyed the privilege of sitting at his feet. 

I must also refer to another mark of respect which was paid in 
March last to an old student of the College, Sir David M. Bar- 
bour, K.C.S.I., who, on his return home at the conclusion of a long 
and distinguished career in India, was entertained at a public 
dinner in the Examination Hall, the Lord Mayor of Belfast and 
other distinguished citizens joining with us in doing him honour. 

The Unioh. 

In former Reports I have referred to a movement for the 
establishment of a Students’ Union which was initiated two years 
ago, and which has received the utmost encouragement from 
Professors, from former students, and from not a few others in 
Belfast and the vicinity. In May last a Fancy Fair was held in 
the College buildings and grounds, and in the adjoining Royal 
Botanic Gardens, for the purpose of completing the funds for 
erecting, furnishing, and, if possible, endowing the budding.

0 Neill The appeals of the ladies proved how many warm 
friends the College has, and how deep an interest is taken 
in the Union. From Belfast and many towns and rural dis- 
tricts of Ulster, and from former students in all parts of the 
world, help flowed pleasantly and rapi'dly in, so that in a short 
time the success of the Fair was assured. It was kindly 
opened on 23rd May last by the Marquess of Londonderry, 
who was accompanied by the Marchioness, Viscount Castle- 
reagh, and Lady Helen Stewart, and it was carried on with 
unflagging spirit for six days. The accounts have not yet 
been finally made up, but adding to the direct proceeds of 
the Fair^tlie subscriptions previously received, a sum of somewhere 
about £i>, 000 will probably, after paying all expenses, be available 
foi the purposes cf the Union — a sum which will, it is expected, 
be found sufficient for the purpose. Too much praise cannot be 
given to all who wrought so willingly in this cause. They have 
not only the reward of success, but the satisfaction of knowing that 
the project, which they assisted so energetically and well, will

and the College.' The Union is intended to contain a Hall for the 
meetings of the various College Societies, a Reading Room well 
supplied with journals, magazines, and reviews, and a Dining-hall 
where a common dinner may be served daily, and where refresh- 
ments may be obtained at other times. It will undoubtedly con- 
tribute to the well-being of the students in a thousand ways. It 
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will prove an antidote to the disadvantages of lodging-houses. In 
the evenings it will be a safeguard against the temptations of the 
city, and at all times it will, I trust, conduce to the fostering of 
that common life and esprit de corps which constitute such 
valuable elements in academic culturo. 



A Hall of Residence. 

What, in the opinion of many, would he a still greater service 
to the College would be the erection, in addition to the Union, of a 
Hall or Halls of Residence for the students. It is probably not 
generally known that the establishment of such halls was con- 
templated by our founders, and that provision was made for their 
erection. In the Colleges Act (8 and 9 Vic., cap. 6G, sec' 17) 
I find the following words : — • ’ ' 

“And be it enacted, That it shall be lawful for any person whomso- 
ever, having power to make an absolute disposition thereof, to give, orant 
devise, bequeath, or assure by any deed, will, or other instrument 5 suffi- 
cient in law to create or convey an estate therein, any messuages, lands 
tenements, and hereditaments, or any estate therein or any interest 
arising thereout, or any money, chattels, and effects to any trustee or 
trustees willing to accept the trust, or to the Commissioners of Charita- 
blo Donations and Bequests in Ireland and their successors, in trust 
for founding and endowing Halls for the reception of students in any of 
the said Colleges, and by such deed, will, or instrument, to establish 
rules, and to specify the authority for establishing rules, to be observed by 
the students admitted to the .benefits of such foundation, and to specify 
the authority by which the observance of such rules is to be enforced': 
Provided always that no such Hall shall be recognised by any 
of the said Colleges unless the instrument of foundation shall 
provide that such rules, and also the appointment from time to 
time of the principal or other, person holding chief authority in such 
Hall, shall be of no force until allowed by the person or persons appointed 
or to be appointed as aforesaid by Her Majesty, Her heirs and successors 
to execute the office of Visitor of the said College. And for the en- 
couragement of persons willing to found and endow Halls for the reception 
of students in the said College as aforesaid, be it declared and enacted, 
that if Her Majesty, Her heirs and successors, shall be pleased by Letters 
Patent under the Great Seal of Ireland to incorporate any number of 
persons willing to found and endow any such Hall or Halls as aforesaid, 
such incorporated Hall shall be deemed a public work, for the promotion 
of which the Commissioners of Public Works in Ireland may make 
loans within the meaning of an Act passed in the second year of the 
reign of His late Majesty intituled ‘ An Act for the extension and 
promotion of Public Works in Ireland,’ and of all Acts passed or to 
be passed for the amendment thereof, and that it shall be lawful for 
the Commissioners of Public Works in Ireland to make loans to such 
incorporated bodies respectively for the extension and promotion of 
such foundations according to the provisions of the last-recited Acts.” 

Larger Grounds required. 

But if the College is to go on adding to its buildings, as I trust 
it will until all its needs are fully met, there is one point which 
must be carefully borne in mind, viz., that the space afforded by 
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our grounds is far from being unlimited. Already the erection 
of the new Chemical Buildings has seriously and most undesirably 
encroached upon the ground devoted to the recreations of the 
students, and when the Union and the new Physiological and 
Pathological Laboratories are built, we shall of course find our 
available space very much further curtailed. And if the time shall 
ever come, as I hope and believe it will, and that at no distant 
day, when this College shall be constituted the seat and mother 
of a University, as Trinity College, Dublin, is of the University 
of Dublin, then of course still larger grounds will naturally be 
required. Under these circumstances it cannot be wondered at 
that negotiations which have recently been initiated with regard 
to the disposal of the Royal Botanic Gardens, which lie close 
beside us, have been to me and to many others in the College a 
source of very anxious interest, because if those Gardens are either 
built over or pass into the possession of the city as a public park, 
the College, already bounded on three sides by streets which 
effectually prevent all extension of its grounds on the north, east, 
or west, will also be so shut in on the south as to have its pro- 
gress effectually barred for all time. Whether anything can be 
done to add the whole or any part of the lands of the Gardens to 
the College grounds, I know not. I only know that we much 
require such an addition to our territory. We need a proper 
Botanic Garden, such as other Colleges possess, for the practical 
study of Botany. The students require ground for exercise and 
amusement. And in many other ways the possession of ad- 
ditional land would be of inestimable value to us. But the College 
possesses no funds which it could devote to the acquisition 
of such land, and therefore, great as our necessity is, and great as 
is also the opportunity offered by the present circumstances of 
the Botanic Gardens, I do not see what we can do in this matter 
unless in some way, which I do not yet see, help is raised up for 
us, I shall not, however, witness without the keenest regret the 
passing away from the College of a chance which she ought to be 
able to embrace but cannot, and which, once lost, may never occur 
again.
